SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 16— 
Defying extreme police intimida- 
tion and vigilante threats, work- 
ers of San Francisco packed the 
Workers’ Center at 1223 Fillmore 
street to its doors last night in 
one of the most énthusiastic Com- 
munist election rallys ever held 
in this city. More than 2,000 
jammed every part of the hall

For four years and a half, with a determination steeled in 
the bitterness of loss of Sacco and Vanzetti, the workers of the 
world, in the strength of their mobilized millions, have kept the 
Scottsboro Negro boys from the electric chair. 

Two years ago, on November 6th, the United States Supreme 
Court, flooded with protests from all over the world, upheld the 
appeal of the International Labor Defense, and ordered a new 
trial for the boys. 

The “trial” that followed in the lvnch court of Decatur, Ala- 
bama, stunk from one end of the world to the other with its race 
prejudice, its periury of prosecution witnesses, its lynch at- 
mosphere. 

Again the case is appealed, following the State Supreme 
Court in Alabama upholding the death penalty on Heywood Pat- 
terson and Clarence Norris. They set date of execution for 
December 8th. 

For four years and a half the crime of the Scottsboro frame- 
up has focused the eyes of the world’s working class on the 
oppression and exploitation on which the white ruling class of 
the South maintains its sovereignty. And the bosses of the 
South have sent out the word that all pressure must be brought 
to bear that this Scottsboro case must be ended—by death. 

And sitting on the bench of the U. S. Supreme Court are the 
men who let Sacco and Vanzetti die.

What To Be Done In The AFL Locals 


With the speed of a rubber-stamping machine, the American 
Federation of Labor fatboys put through their resolutions and 
their officers and went home from their National Convention. 
But their bellies were shaking with fear. 

The machine rolled along, the officials saved their salaries 
and, equally important to them, kept in good with their bosses 
by rushing through resolutions binding organized labor, so far 
as is in their power to do it, to the wheels of Wall Street gov- 
ernment’s “arbitration.” 

The spectacle was even worse than in any previous conven- 
tion if that were possible. A picture of how all discussion by 
delegates outside the bureaucratic clique was prevented, is given 
in this complaint of Delegate Dallas of Seattle on the floor of 
the convention the last day: 

“T want to say it is really impossible to bring up remarks 
before this convention, because last night all of the rank and 
file resolutions were railroaded through in less than thirty 
minutes. None of the speakers were allowed to take the floor 
of the convention. It makes a mockery of democracy in this 
American Federation of Labor.” 

“You are out of order,” shouted Green, and bang! went 
his gavel. 

But the fight does not end with the banging of a gavel. The 
convention, desperately trying to stall the rising rank and file 
militant movement, proved sharply to the membership what many 
already knew—that these bureaucrats will lead them in no fights 
for better conditions. They will remember with hatred in their 
hearts the cheering of the bureaucrats for Frank Gorman’s 
“victory” of betraying the textile strike wherein fourteen pickets 
were murdered and scores of thousands are locked out. 

These are not the victories they want—and the “industrial 
unionism” which is so organized as to make these betrayals 
possible is no gain to them. 

The issues steam-rolled by the clique are not dead. And in 
the locals, the rank and file, dissatisfied with the circus, must 
again take up the fight for them. Only such action, for greater 
democracy in the A. F. of L. unions, for real unemployment 
insurance such as the Workers’ Bill, and for more militant 
struggle to win better conditions, can gain for the membership 
the control they must win if the A. F. of L. is ever to serve them 
as a weapon in their fights against a constantly strengthening 
boss class.

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The Longshore Board Decision 


Because of the Atlantic and Gulf Coast seamen’s strike and 
the National Longshoremen’s Board’s fear of the growing senti- 
ment among the Pacific marine workers for solidarity action with 
that Eastern strike, these gentlemen suddenly quit stalling and 
make their award. They had been stalling since July. 

There is no doubt about it, that in this decision the Board 
has made some concessions—and these concessions, as far as 
they go, express a VICTORY for the fighting longshoremen. 
Wage increases are granted. The award of 95 cents per hour 
and $1.40 for overtime is a substantial improvement. 

The 30-hour week and the recognition of the I. L. A. as the 
tion of the stevedores up and down the Coast—to the 
extent that this recognition has been made—are big gains, and 
constitute a tribute to the skill, courage and class-conscious milli- 
tancy of the men and their chosen rank-and-file leadership. _ 

Hours and wages were never the central point of the strike. 
In fact. the I. L. A. offered early in the strike to leave wages and 
hours to arbitration (although this should not have been done). 
But from the beginning to the height of the strike, the position 
of the Union was that the question of the hiring halls—the ques- 
tion of closed shop or open shop—could not be arbitrated. 

The decision of the Arbitration Board on this vital question 
is—JOINT HIRING HALLS. 

An I. L. A. dispatcher is put in the office. United ranks, 
constantly building up and strengthening the Union, and a con- 
tinued militant policy. are the only things that will get anv good 
for the men out of this combination. Only a militant policy on 
the part of the men and the Union dispatchers, will keep what 
they won and will guard the interests of the men at this weak 
spot which was the central issue of the strike—the hiring hails. 

Under the Roard’s decision, all disputes are to be taken up 
by a board of six—three from each side—with the final decision 
to be made by a seventh member appointed by Madame Perkins. 

This is an attempt to fasten on the longshoremen COMPUL- 
SORY ARBITRATION. Under this arrangement the Union 
dispatcher can have a bit of power in small things. but in anv 
real test the power lies in the hands of the boss-and-government- 
controlled seventh member. 

This is intended as a trap for the men. Any weakness on the 
part of the men would mean fatal results to the Union. Com- 
pulsory arbitration is such a clear denial of all rights of the 
workers. that even the reactionary Mathew Woll was obliged to 
speak against it last month. Only the same militant action on 
the docks that won the concessions can prevent the Union being 
strangled by compulsory arbitration. 

Such action will keep the gains made and can force Union 
job control. Without job control, the pressure will be to put 
scabs to work, to batter down wages and increase the speed-up. 
Every I. L. A. man must be on the list drawn up, without dis- 
crimination. Committees built and kept strong on every dock 
and a central dock steward’s organization can take over the job 
control that the strike was fought for, and prevent victimization 
by the shipowners or their agents.
